Quebec, Sept 17. 

Capt. Williainson, of the brig 
Trafalcar, who arrived here on the 
15th inst. from Gaudaloupe brings 
intcligence that, on the 2Ist ult. 
in lat 38, long 56, he picked up 
on part of a wreck a man of the 
name of Enos Antonia, belonging 
to the schooner Dispatch, from 
New-York to Gibraltar, which 
upset ina gale of wind on the 8th 
and all hands eupposed to be lost 








except Antonia and two others , 
who also got on part of the wreck 
and were seen by him 3 days af- 
ter the accident, to be taken up 
by a brig, which unfortunately 
did not discover him at the time. 
Antonia was delirious when taken 
up by Captain Williamson, He 
has not yet perfectly recovered. 
The space of time he continued 
on jhe wreck was 13 deys, during 
which period, in this perilous sit- 
vation, his support being only a 
timber of the deck; he often slept.

A schooner, from Connecticut, 
arrived at Cadiz, on the 2d of 
August, in 36 days passage, with 
oxEN—said to be the first vessel 
that ever crossed the Atlantic 
with such a cargo.

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Petition. Christophe’s force con- 
consisted of 2500. 600 of the 
former were killed and two Mar- 
shals (Bagge & Manne) ; two 
other Marshals were wounded, 
Petion lost abont 60 men. 


Farly in September, five of 
Christophe’s barges, were taken 
off the Mole, by a squadron of 
Petiou’s boats. 

Forty vestels arrived at Quebe 
during tue week, ending the 20th 
uit. andon that day there were 
signals for eleven more.
